ter thq nomination 
the 
convention 
adjourned until 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. 


The convention 
was 
in 
session 
from 8 o'clock last night until' near- 
ly 6:15 this morning and 
in 
that 
time eiglit names were jiresented to 
the 
convention. 
Nominating 
and 
second i UK 
.bpeoches 
innumertible 
were made and when dawn appeared 
it became necessary to limit second- 
ing speeches to four niiiiute.s eacli. 
E.xtensioii was made in the case of 
W. J. Bryan who in one of tlie most 
dramatic situation ever wilncssed in 
11 polticnl gathering 
addressed 
the 
convention and concluded by second- 
ing the nomination of Senator Cock- 
roll. 


Bryan received the third great' ovation 
accorded durinir 
the 
convention. 
His 
.speech was an impassioned appeal to the 
delegate.s to give the party a candidate 
who had voted the Democratic ticket In 
1898 and 1900. He spoke on behalf of the 
Nebraska delegation, which, he said, had 
no candidate to present or favors to ask, 
but wanted a candidate whose nomina- 
tion would not prove a triumph for one 
faction ol-er another. 
He was given the 
closest attention. 
The great conventloi\ 
listened as thouhg every word were a 
per-sonal message to each person; as If 
a hypnotic spell had been cast over the 
throng. 
But when It was all over the 
Parker forces had not been shaken and 
the ballot for president gave Parker 058 
votes out of the 66T needed to. nominate 
and before the result could be announced 
Idaho, Nevada, Washington and others 
made changes to the Parker column. 


Governor Dockery of Missouri moved to 
make the nomination unanimous and It 
' carried amidst Increasing cheers. 


Tho result of the ballot was never an- 
nounced ofïlclally and It is not likely it 
ever will be, 


At tho close of the convention many 
figures prominent In the contest were sui-- 
roundod by-friends and heartily oongratu 
lated. 
Notable among these were David 
H . Hill, who had been in actual charge of 
Parker's campaign. He laughed and cried 
alternately. 


The convention (ook a rece.ss ycstordny 
until S o'clock last night for the purpo.se 
of Tecolvhiff tho report of tho connnitlee 
on rcsolution.s. 
The report was roceived 
and _adoptod by a viva voce vote. As far 
as, surface Indications were 
concerned 
.there was no ''more opposition to tlie 
platform than there had been to that ac- 
cepted unanimously by the Kopubllcan 
convention In Chicago a few weeks ago. 
. Nominations were immediately proceeded 
with. Alabama yielded to New York aiut 
Judge Parker's name was llrst presented 
to the convention. 
After that 
Hearst, 
Oray, Cockrell, Wall. AVllliams, Olney and 
Mlles were named in speeches whiclj took 
nearly the entire night. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


A report that an attempt might be made 
to reopen the platform and Insert a flnan- 
clla plank spread rapidly in the hall bo- 
fore the convention was called- to order. 
It created consternation among most of 
the delegates, who saw an end to their 
hopes of leaving St. Louis to night or 
early to morrow. The sos.slon «.ipened with 
an evident air of expcctaney, 
9 
Shortly before the session convened 
rumor that Davis of West VirKinla hail 
been agreed upon by the leaders for the. 
viee presidiMiey went rapidly thionKh the 
hall ;ni(i ileletrali-s Kallitn'il in i;i''>nps to 


discuss the situation. 


The cotiventlon was called to ortier at 
5:40 and Immediately an agreement was 
reached limiting speeciics to |(>n minutes 
and seconding to five, and limiting the 
number of the latter to three. The roll of 
states was then called for the pre-sentatloi; 
of candidates for vice iire.sident. 


Alabama was called several times with 
no resiionse, Iiut liiifilly Uussell of that 
late announced that Alabama would give 
way to Illinois. Samuel Alschulor of Illi- 
nois announced tlUit I'^rt'cniiiii H. Morris 
would speak from that wtato. Morris took 
the platform and named James K. Will- 
iams of nilnolK. Cheers greeted the men- 
tion of WIIIiamK' name, but the did not 
conic In a great measure frojn delegates. 


Colorado yielded (o Washington and (he 
chairman recognized li'rederlck C. Hobi^rt- 
son of that .slat»-, who .spoke for former 
Senator George Turner. 


Connecticut yielded to Indiana and Dele- 
gate Spencer of tiuit state seconded the 
nomination of Williams of lllinolH. 


By thi.s time a report that a telegram 
had been received from Parker, declaring 
his position on tho linancial question had 
become 
feeneral. 
A crowd of delegates 
hurriedly gathered 
around 
Shoelian of 
New York and Tillman of South Carolina. 
Little conferenees began to occur and the 
orator,« did not receive much ati^entioil'ex 
cept from the galleries and tha small fry^ 
who did not know tluit a probable sensa- 
tion was ripening all about them. 


TJelawur<' gave her place to West Vir- 
ginia. 
.Tohn D. Alderson of that state 
nominated llenr G. Davis of Weal Vir- 
ginia. 


cSnator Dubois of Idaho was the next 
speaker and he seconded the nomination 
of Turner of Washington. 


David Cvermeyer 
of 
Kansas 
placed 
former Senator William A. Harris of that 
state in nomination hi a brief speech from 
the floor. 


STORM GATHERING. 
As the unexciting routine of nominat- 
ing and seconding speeches proceeded the 
storm that seemd inevitable was gather- 
ing. 
Leaders hurried to and fro with 
anxious faces and the news from Esopus 
spread rapidly. The floor filled with dele- 
gates And in Parker states men sat with 
heads clo.se together in whispered con- 
sultations. At 7 o'clock there were signs 
to tho initiated that the session was going 
to be dramatic in the' exfremc, but the 
average delegate sweated and smiled and 
listened to the flow of favorite son oratory 
all unconscious of the great things that 
were forming in the party's heart. 
The 
roll call of .states proceeded until Mary- 
land was reached without response. 
For 
Maryland John Prentice Poe took the 
platform and seconded the nomination of 
Davis of West Virginia. 
. Senator Clark of Montana seconded the 
Turner nomination. 


Nebrasita's reapon.sc was the statement 
that she waited with interest the choice 
of New York. New York requested to be 
passed when called on in the roll call 
Ohio had no candidate. , 


Senator Carmack of Tennessee was nom 
inatod by Delegate Herscy of that state. 


Tho first rumble of tho approaching 
storm was heard at Just 7 o'clock. 
Sen- 
ator South of Arkansas broke in on the 
roll call with a motion that, in view ot 
the rumors disturbing tho convention, re- 
cess be taken until eight. His motion did 
not prevail. 


Tho convention was in such an uproar 
because of' the Parker telegram rumors 
that the latter part of the roll call was in- 
audible, 
Chairrhan Clark " directed ' tlirtt 
the roH be callcd for tho announcement 
of votes. 


Senator Culberson of Texas secured re- 
cognition. 
Ho was . visibly excited when 
he secured recognition and mounting hia 
chair said: 


"For reasons which are obvious to ail 
delegates here It seems to me we ought 
not to proceed at this time to nominate a 
candidate for vice president, 
f therefore 


jnoyo that tho convention—" 


Hero cries of "WhyY" "Why'/" inter- 
rupted Culberson. 


"f think the delegates understand what 
I mean," he proceeded. 
Chairman Clark interjected, "Proceed." 
"And I repeal," concluded Culberson, 
"that in tho presetit exigeneletii which con- 
frent the conventioti it ought not to pro- 
e'>ed to till' nomination of vice presidenl."

Applause and cries of approval again In- 
terriipied the He1\ntrti> When h^ could bo 
Iteard he made his motion for recess utitll 
8;30.

Tlie confusion, great beforo Culberson 
rose, was Itenslfled greatly when ho ant 
down after intimating that Parker'might 
possibly vacate tho head of tho ticket. 


As soon aH recess was ainiounced tho 
delegates instead of leaving tho 
hall, 
rushed Into conferences, 
lii an Instant 
there were fully twenty group« in the 
hall, In the center of which were t%vo or 
three violently excited and ge.«diculatlng 
men who discusscd tho Parker telegram 
veh(?mently, 


A dense throng through which It was 
Impossible to pass gathered in front of 
the elialrman's desk and strove desperate- 
ly to learn the exact Import o^ the mes- 
sage. Their efforts worn unavailing, how- 
ever. 
Tho leaders disappeared and' the 
session closed with an atmosphere of 
tense expectancy as to what would occur 
when It reconvened at S:30. 


NIGHT SESSION. 
• The evening session was called to ord<'r 
at 9:0Î' with the greater number of dele 
gates and alternâtes In their seats and 
kiîyed up to a high pitch of excitement 
over th¥ possible events of the night. 
The greatest excitement prevailed In aiul 
around tho hall. A big crowd of «pecta- 
tor.s was present., As soon as ordt!r was 
sociired Governor Vardaman of MIsrIh- 
sippl ciillcd attention to rumors concern- 
ing a telegram from Judge Parker and 
moved the gentleman from tho Now York 
delegation reported as receiving tho mes- 
sage should send It to tho cle.rk'a desk to 
bo read. 
"Confusion of the rabl)le and 
mob has charaderived every lioiu' of the 
convention 
since its sitting," 
declared 
Vadraman. 
"Let u.s find out what this 
rumor is," he continued, "that has creiitod 
disorder In tills hall. Let the gentleman 
from New York to whom the telegram Is 
addressed re.'id It—let It bo read, lot the 
truth be known and then let us proceed 
to business." 


i-oud applause followed this declaration 
and continued 
as Governor 
Vadraman 
took his seat. 
Tho chairman put the motion. 
George Raines of New York a.sked that 
the motion be deferred until the chairman 
of his delegation could be heard from. 
The molktn was withdrawn temporarily. 


Judge Richarrtsoii of 
Alabama asked 
that Senator Carmack of Tennessee be 
interrogated as to whether or not ho had 
ived a telegram from Judge Parker 
saying . that 
he could 
not a.ccept the 
nomination unless there was a gold de- 
claration in the platform, and which was 
published in an evening paper. 


iVt the suggestion of tlve chairman the 
convention decided to await tho arrival of 
tho conference committee with tho tele- 
gram. 


Phe committoe reached tho hall at 9:.'ir» 
and filed along the crowded aifle in tho 
center of the convention floor. Delegates 
thronged al)out tliem, asking, "What shall 
we do'?" 


"Kepo your heads and bo brave," re- 
torted Senator Tillman. 


John S. Williams, Governor Vardaman 
and Senator Carmack made their way to 
the platform with the mysterious mes- 
sage in .their possession. 
A short con- 
ference took place between them and 
Chairman Clark. Clark pouijdod for order 
with John S. Williams standing by his 
.«side. The chairman Introduced Williams, 
at the same time announcing that "on 
this Important matter every man shah 
have a full and fair hearing'^ 


Williams declared at the beginning that 
the published telegram purporting to come 
from Parker was never ' received by Mr, 
Carmacl<. , "Nobody has received a tele- 
gram containing the language In that In- 
famous volunteer production," said Will- 
iams. He said Mr. Sheehan, however, haô 
received a telegram from Parker which 
would be read. Continuing, he said: 


"When you shall have heard» it you will 
note that there is not in it one worcj 
about requiring, or demanding, or asking', 
or requesting that anything .should be 
placed in tho Democratic platform. 
Tou 
will also note that, if there Is any error 
in it at all, it is an error of judgment 
proceeding from a too sensitive spirit of 
honor, a too sensitive idea not to bo mis- 
understood or placed in a false or double 
position." 


He handed tho message to Governor 
Vardaman, who read it as follows: 


"I regard tho gold standard as firmly 
and irrevocably established and shall act 
act^ordnigly If the action of tho conven- 
tion of to day shall be ratified by thp 
people. As the platform Is silent, on thé 
subjedt, my views should be mudo knowh 
to the convention, and if it is proved to 
bo unsatisfactory to tho majority I r«-^ 
quest you to decline tho nomination for 
me at once so that another tnay be nomin- 
ated before adjournment" 


A ringing cheer went around tho hall, 
but It was brief, so anxious were the dole- 
gates to see what would follow. 


Williams again addressed tho conven- 
tion. 
Ho spoko of .Parker's honor being 
so great that ho was willing to dcclino tho 
nomination because he thought there was 
Kometliing in the platform not in accord 
with his own opinion. 


Williams said tho platform was pur- 
posely made silent on the money question 
because it was agreed that It was not an 
issue. He said every one In the conven- 
tion kilew Parker was a gold standard 
man, but he' always supported the Domo- 
cfntic candidates. 
Williams .said in cios- 
iiiii:

His declaration that the setullng 
of a telegram to Parker was a declaration 
on tlic gold standard side, and liis state- 
ment that If the Di-mocraoy was to adopt 
such a view It should be honest and sfiy 
-so frankly, was greeted with 
applause 
from the galleries. 


At the conclusion of Bryan's speech 
Senator Daniel spoke briefly and he was 
followed by General Weaver of Iowa. The 
latter oppo,sed sending tho telegram to 
Parker. 


Hamlin of Massachusetts »poke In favor 
of .sending the tolegram. 


Senator Carmack of i'cniic.'<sec defended 
Parker's iioslllon and Bryan rose to speak 
again. ThI.s time, howtn'cr, It v/uh to deny 
a statemetit of the previous speaker that 
Bryan had said the nomination of I'arkcr 
would be declartaion enough on the money 
plank. Bryan offered the following amend 
ment to the telegram to Parker:

'J'ho first event of this kind ever 
known in history occurred in Pliila- 
delphia in tlio year 1H79, tho baby 
pacbyilerm being named “Columbia” 
nnd it subsequently proved tho eur- 
ipus cause of the consolidation of 
the show owned at that time by J. A. 
Bailey and the on(> owned at that 
time by tho late Hon. P. T, Bar- 
num.

Th« Right Vf ay' to Wash Dishes and 
Cooking Utensils. 


Tno 
dirty 
dishes 
and 
plates 
flhotild be put into à dish tub of 
warm ^water at once when üvken 
from the table. By this means half 
the trouble of washing them will be 
saved, as it will prevent the gravy 
juice, mustard, etc., from cooling 
and drying on the plates and dishes. 
When you conimence washing them, 
add STiiïicient boiling water to make 
it very hot, and with a dishcloth or 
dish mop wash on both sides, one at 
a time. Then rinse in a pap of hot 
water or under a running tap. This 
makes them clcan and bright look­ 
ing and removes any little grease 
that might remain. 
Now put them 
in a rack or on one side to drain. 
Then polish them. 


Tho saucepans and pots w'hich 
have been used for cooking should 
be cleaned next. The proper plan is 
to fill them W'ith warm water as 
soon as the food has been taken out 
of them, and whatever may hang 
about the sides cannot stick or dry 
hard, and they will clean much more 
easily. Clean the insides with soda, 
and if very dirty the soda should be 
boiled in them. They should after­ 
ward he well rinsed with boiling wa­ 
ter and made perfectly dry by be­ 
ing placed upon the kitchen range.
